That there, is charcoal in baking pow- 


der, and that vinegar »ud baking pow- 
der will make carbonic acid pas were 
two bits of knowledge imparted to sev- 
eral hundred school twirls and boys by 
Professor Peter T. Austen in the hall 
of the Brooklyn Polytechnic insDituto. 
This wiiti tho second of a series of lec- 
tures to young people on "How to Muko 
SciontiTic Experiments ;it Homo." 


Using tho simplest", kind of apparatus, 


Professor Austen fleinoustrated how car- 
bonic acid gas fan bo generated from 
!» 


combination of vinegar and baking 
powder, and he showed also how tho 
burning of a inugm'siuni wire iu a jar 
of carbonic acid g:is briiiga out tho char- 
coal in baking powder. Tho children 
•were intensely interested in the state- 
ment that whenever they ate, bread or 
cake miulo by the use of baking powder 
they ato a lot of charcoal, but they took 
the lecturer's assertion that there was 
charcoal in sugar a.s a joke. 


"While hot carbonic: acid gas is light- 


er than uir, cold carbonic acid gas is 
much heavier than air and can bo han- 
dled like water," said Professor Aus- 
ten. To show tho heavy and palpable 
quality ho generated a Jot of it in a 
large glass jar ami proceeded to draw 
it out in cupf uls. Lighted candles were 
extinguished by pouring tho gas upon 
them as if it were fluid, and the pro- 
fessor showed his alert disciples how to 
make carbonic acid gas run through a 
cardboard trough. A dozen small can- 
dles, lighted, were placed a few inches 
apart in a long glass channel. 
From a 


pitcher Professor Austen slowly poured 
carbonic acid gag into one end by the 
glass channel, and a.s ho continued to 
pour the. invisible fluid tho lights went 
out, one by one. 


The children watched with evident 


delight tho construction of a rnde pair 
of Kcales. "I shall nso only such things 
ns can bo readily picked up around the 
house," sait'l tho professor. He took a 
common strip of board and planted it 
upright on bis table. Across tho top be 
placed a piece of lath and. balanced it 
exactly by banging an empty bandbox 
on one end and a basin of shot 011 tlio 
other. "Now, there is nothing but nir 
in tbu bandbox," he said. "Lot me 
show you how much heavier carbonic 
acid gas is than air." And, suiting tho 
action to tho word, ho poured a largo 
pitcherful of carbonic acid gas into tho 
bandbox. Immediately tho bandbox de- 
scended as if tilled with bricks. 


The children applauded and shouted 


in glee, and n few miuntos afterward 
they were on their way to their homes, 
imbued with a determination to raitf 
the domestic larder for vinegar and bak- 
ing powder with which to make car- 
bonic acid gas.—New York Times.

Making Soups From Frnft. 


Fruit soups are made from sweetened 


and thickened fruit juices and can bo 
made from currants, oranges, cranber- 
ries and a mixture of currants and rasp- 
berries. Press sufficient fruit to make 
cue pint of juice. Moisten a tablespoon- 
fnl of arrowroot in a little cold water, 
add to it gradually a pint of "boiling 
water and add sugar according to the na- 
ture of the fruit used. Let this puree 
stand a moment, then take from the 
fire and add the fruit juice. At serving 
time fill a punch bowl half full of crack- 
ed ice, pour in the fruit soup, and it is 
ready to serve. These fruit soaps are 
usually served at the beginning of a 
company luncheon.—Mrs. S. T. Rorer 
in Ladies' Home Journal.
